Manufacturers Discuss Means for Im- 
proving the Market. 


It Is Admitted That Present Conditions Do Not Permit of 
Profitable Prices—Plans Suggested Are Not Approved 
—A Committee Appointed to Devise a Plan 
—Those Who Were Present. 





\ meeting of coated paper manufacturers was held on 
irsday of last week at the Murray Hill Hotel, New 
rk. The meeting was called in the hope that some 
ed action might be taken by the manufacturers to put 
op to the unreasonable competition that has been 
ng on in the market on enameled, surface coated, 
zed papers, and on practically all kinds of coated stock. 
was also hoped to establish standard prices in the va- 
us kinds of papers mentioned. Invitations to attend 
been sent to the thirty-four manufacturing concerns 
the trade. Of this number twenty-eight replied favor- 
the object of the meeting and volunteering to co- 
rate in amy plan that might be adopted. Representa- 
s of eighteen plants were present in person. After a 
neral discussion of the business situation in their branch 
the trade the coated paper manufacturers appointed a 
nmittee to draw up some plan whereby existing evils 
y be corrected. This committee will report at another 
eting to be held in the near future. 
\mong the plans proposed at the meeting for the bet- 
ment of the trade was the suggestion that a consoli- 
on of all the coating plants in the country would be 
best means of accomplishing the desired results. This 
position, however, was not seriously discussed, as the 
sition to it was manifest and strong on the outset. 
proposal to establish a general selling agency for 
the factories was also frowned upon by many of the 
minent manufacturers present. The need of some sort 
in Organization, however, was generally admitted by 
e present. But as the plans to this end outlined above 
not meet with favor the practical suggestion was made 
those coated paper manufacturers who make their 
paper should turn their surplus product of paper 
supercalendered book instead of coating it for the 
ket. The adoption of this plan, it was urged, would 
ilt in keeping the plants referred to running full, and 
iid not force on the market an overproduction of 
ted papers. The wisdom of this suggestion was, of 
rse, apparent to all those present. But whether the 
nufacturers to whom it applies will see the matter in 
same light is somewhat in doubt. That there is an 
rproduction of coated book papers just at present is 
rally admitted. It is said that the trouble is not so 
h because of the overproduction as it is the severe 
ng of prices in order to obtaip orders. Much higher 
es could be secured, the manufacturers say, if there 
an agreement to ask them. The present low level 
prices, they add, is due to the foolish competition for 
ness. At the quotations that have prevailed for many 
nths the leading authorities in the trade declare that 
re is no profit in selling coated papers. In order to 
e this it was attempted at the meeting last week to 
t a discussion on the actual cost of making enameled 
ers. Some pertinent questions were asked in regard 
he cost of manufacture, but as illuminating answers to 
se were not forthcoming the subject was dropped. 
W. Moulton, of the Niagara Surface Coating Com- 
ly, of Niagara Falls, N. Y., acted as chairman of the 
eting. A. G. Wilson, of the United States Printing 


Company, Montclair, N. J., was secretary of the meeting. 

W. Burdett, a director of the Champion-International 
Company, of Lawrence, Mass., was appointed chairman of 
the committee to prepare a plan for the abolition of 
existing evils in the trade and for the co-operation of its 
members. Mr. Burdett was empowered to appoint the 
other members of this committee.

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VOLUME OF TRADE INCREASING. 


Mill Business Keeps Up Well—Jobbing Trade Fair and 
Larger in Some Quarters—Prices Are Steady 
and Show a Higher Tendency. 








So far this month trade in the New York market has 
been a little quiet. The reports of a wide circle of paper 
men obtained this week disclose a varied experience in re- 
gard to demand. The general verdict, however, is that 
business is not as active as it should be at this season. In 
the jobbing trade some of the houses report sales for the 
first half of the month as being considerably less than for 
the corresponding period last year. A few houses report 
really good business. Most of them, however, report that 
while trade is apparently slow their sales so far are about 
up to the average for April. With the mill men the situa- 
tion is evidently somewhat different, as they, as a rule, say 
their mills are busy and have orders ahead. In the cheaper 
grades of manilas there is at present some little activity 
on the part of manufacturers for orders. During the past 
two weekg there have been a number of these manufactur- 
ers in town calling on their trade. These visits are inter- 
preted to mean that the orders on file at the mills are run- 
ning rather low. No important change in quotations have 
taken place. The better grades of manilas are in fairly 
good demand. Rope papers continue unchanged, notwith- 
standing the reduced production, due to the crippling by 
fire of the mill of the Hollingsworth & Vose Company, of 
Boston, Mass. Book and writing papers are said to be in 
even steady demand at the old figures. The leading mills 
are reported as being very busy. The fact that stocks of 
paper of practically all kinds are low lends strength to the 
mill situation. The necessity for making large lots for 
stock should the summer prove quiet is relied on by the 
manufacturers to keep their mills running. With the or- 
ders already on their books, together with the new busi- 
ness that will come in before the middle of June, the man- 
ufacturers do not figure that they will have any too much 
time to make up paper for stock. News paper continues 
scarce and high. The International Paper Company is said 
to be still refusing new business at the market price of 
2% cents. In box boards the market is not in good con- 
dition. Consumers of boards continue to withhold their 
orders as much as possible, but as the market is bare of 
boards there has been some complaint because of the shut- 
down of the board mills this week. The improvement in 
building papers noted two weeks ago continues. The un- 
satisfactory condition of the market on coated and glazed 
papers is made conspicuous this week by the report of the 
meeting of manufacturers in that line held in New York 
last week. 

Holyoke Business Fairly Good.

There has been a fairly good business for the mills dur- 
ing the past week and appearances would indicate that there 
would be more business the coming week. Manufacturers 
say that business has shown an improvement and that re- 
ports from outside are encouraging. 

The American: Writing Paper Company reports an ex- 
cellent business. It is entirely satisfied with the condition 
of trade. Every mill has a grist of orders on hand that 
will keep it running safely for the most part of the month. 

The Parsons Paper Company reports business as satis- 
factory. Its bonds have had a good sale the past week, 
while the demand for ledger papers has been fair. 

The Whiting Paper Company has been doing a good 
business in its correspondence papers, while the demand 
for commercial papers has not fallen off. 

Crane & Co., of Dalton, have a satisfactory business and 
the Byron Weston Company, of that place, is keeping its 
mill running full on its ledger papers. 

The Smith Paper Company, at Lee, is busy, as usual, and 
reports that there is a prospect of a good summer trade. 

It is reported from all of the mills in this section that 
indications point to a good trade during the summer, but 
that the volume will not be above the average.

Considering the gen 
eral condition of business a shutdown today will not entail 
much loss, as trade is quiet, so that two days’ business can 
be very easily worked off on the morrow and without much 
extra effort, either. Even those of the city jobbers that 
have claimed to have been doing a good average volume 
of business in past weeks are willing to admit now that 
they are having a few dull days themselves.

Philadelphia Trade Quiet, But Prices Steady. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Puivapetpuia, April 19, 1904.—The dullness of trade 
generally, though not the subject of complaint in local 
trade circles, is a question on which there is a unanimity 
of consent not seemingly possible on other questions of 
trade interest. The jobbers declare that their mail is much 
reduced, that inquiries are fewer and orders much less 
numerous than even a week or two ago, while the manu- 
facturers, declaring themselves not to be idle, confess to 
an absence of orders ahead, which is most unusual for this 
time of year. Prices, however, continue at least steady. 

No general explanation for these conditions is suggested. 
With thousands of textile workers out of work because of 
the scarcity of cotton there is suggested a partial explana- 
tion for dullness in wrapping papers. But why building 
paper should not have enjoyed this year the great spring 
increase that is customary, why book should be but in slight 
call, is only: hinted by the unsatisfactory explanation of 
“Presidential year.” At the same time, however, the trade 
feeling is that it is just as likely to get better tomorrow 
or a week hence as it is to remain as at present, but the 
outlook today reveals no definite reason for prediction of 
improvement.

Better Business in Chicago.

Trade in the West has been somewhat better this week 
than for the preceding seven days. In news lines orders 
have been steadily increasing for weeks past, and local 
agents have all they care to handle. In book the market 
remains firm. A meetifig of the directors of the Interstate 
Paper Company was held in its Chicago offices this week; 
incidentally they considered a general advance in prices. 

“If conditions remain as they are now we will have no 
complaint with the amount of trade,” said Fred Butler, of 
the J. W. Butler Paper Company. “There is a noticeable 
change in the trade from last year. We are getting as 
many orders and they are spread over as large a field, 
but dealers are not ordering with the same promptness. 
Where we received one letter last year, we receive half a 
dozen this year. Dealers are inclined to take chances if 
there is a possibility of gaining a fraction of a cent. This 
is characteristic of times when trade is dull.” 

I do not think that the total for the year will foot up 
as large as it did for last year. However, it will be a 
prosperous year. The presidential campaign will not 
create much stir unless something unexpected happens. 
Both parties seem to realize that in order to succeed they 
must put up a candidate who will guarantee business sta- 
bility.

Miami Valley Trade Not Strenueus.

Dayton, Ohio, April 18, 1904.—There has not been a 
great amount of strenuosity about business during the past 
week, though for a beginning of real spring in the mat- 
ter of weather the week proved a record breaker. Real 
snow storms in the middle of April somewhat surprised 
some of the oldest inhabitants, who are wont to refer to 
the rigorous summers of ’43 and ’66, but who have never 
been believed by the younger members of the trade. As 
if in harmony with generally perverse conditions, “Old 
Probs” got on his bad behavior, and the only help he 
proved to the paper trade was in diminishing swollen 
streams, thus making uninterrupted operation of plants a 
certainty. The business for the week was not quite up to 
that of the same period of last year, though there was 
small difference in some sections. It is a peculiar condi 
tion that the book and writing men should have an abun- 
dance of orders—more than they can well take care of— 
when certain other branches of the trade are not flourish- 
ing so well. Even the wrapping trade is a little dull. 
Building papers are not as much in demand as last year, 
though a great spurt is expected in this line as soon as 
the weather settles. All local architects are rushed to 
their utmost, and this is a sure indication of the use of 
plenty of building paper. News is still in demand, and 
keenly so, but the reported shortage has failed to mate- 
rialize, M. V. 





QUEBEC’S TIMBER INTERESTS. 


Report of Commission on Colonization—Some of the Mis- 
deings Under the Present Laws—Recommenda- 
tions of the Commissioners. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Ottawa, Canada, April 18, 1904.—A matter of great 
portance to all timber interests in the Province of Que! 
is the report of the commission on colonization, which |} 
just been presented in part by Premier Parent to t! 
Quebec Legislature now in session. The full report wi 
comprise over 2,000 pages of printed matter, and it dea! 
at length with the conflict, real or alleged, between timb 
interests and the settlers. A few of the most important 
findings of the commissioners may be summarized as fo! 
lows. 

There is no conflict between settlers in good faith and 
the limit holders. As a rule they are necessary to each 
other and work harmoniously together, all the troub! 
coming from speculators who seek to obtain possession of 
the lots for the timber on them, or to sell them again at 
a high price to settlers. 

Speculation in lots and the timber on them has reached 
such a pitch as to endanger the stability of many great 
pulp and paper industries, especially in the eastern town 
ships, by depleting their timber limits. 

The law making free land grants to fathers of twelve 
living children has been grossly abused by speculators who 
have a regular organization which makes it a business of 
hunting up fathers, buying their rights from them for t! 
merest trifle; picking out the most richly wooded lots i: 
the timber limits, applying for them in their name, and 
then selling at a large profit, instances being known of lots 
which were obtained in this way for $30, and from whi 
$20,000 to $25,000 were afterward netted for the timbe: 
alone. 

Settlers under location ticket, who have no right to sel! 
the timber cut outside their clearings until their lots are 
patented, nevertheless do so to speculators, often getting 
$800 to $900 for the cut. 

Forest fires annually cause enormous losses to the 
province, and private interests and the fire ranging servi 
is ineffective. 

The commissioners recommended for the securing of t! 
rights of all parties the following: 

Classification of the public lands into settlement « 
farming lands and timber lands, the former to be reserve: 
for settlement, and the latter exclusively for lumbering 
operations. Automatic cancellation of all lots for non-fu 
fillment of settlement conditions. 

Regulation of all transfers of lots or cut of tim! 
thereon in order to quickly detect and prevent speculatio: 
Grantees of lots to fathers of twelve children to be abs: 
lutely forbidden to sell or dispose of their lots or timb: 
thereon under penalty of immediate forfeiture of all right 
Immediate cancellation of all lots upon which settlemen' 
conditions are not fulfilled, and return of the same to th 
public domain to become available for other applicant 
Repeal of the law concerning the sale of firewood lands a 
an occasion of speculation and fraud, and a substituti: 
thereof of a system of reserves on which the Governmen 
should sell to the settlers the necessary firewood and build 
ing timber for their requirements, at so much per cord « 
thousand ‘feet. 

In order to secure forest protection against fire, the nam 
ing of fire rangers as the only guardians and employee 
of the license holders is recommended, the latter to pa 
them, but the Government to control them and give the: 
the powers of justices of the peace. 

Water powers to be kept as long as possible, and so! 
with the timber limits by public auction in order to secur 
and maintain a proper wood supply for pulp and pap: 
mills. 

Payment of a bounty on all exports of paper mariufac 
tured from pulp wood cut in the province and in the pub 
lic lands as the most practical means of encouraging th 
development of the pulp and paper industry. 

Railways being the greatest essential for the promotio 
of colonization might be assisted by means of subsidies « 
land, but such subsidies to be accorded only to serious an 
useful enterprises, and not to exceed 4,000 acres per mili

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Meeting of the Paper Association of New York—Reports 
by Committees—Resolutions on the 
Returning of Goods. 


A decision against one of its own association, and in 
favor of a paper manufacturer, was one of the interesting 
reports made by the committees of the Paper Association 
of New York City at its meeting held on Thursday of last 
week. The disputants, it seems, agreed to submit the 
question involved to an arbitration committee to be ap- 
pointed by President May of the association. This com- 
mittee was made up of Messrs. Linde, Sloan and Lasher. 
After considering the matter at issue the committee re- 
ported back to the association its decision, which was in 
favor of the manufacturer. This fact surely speaks vol- 
umes for the impartiality of the members of the associa- 
tion, and will no doubt do much toward the establish- 
ment of a permanent arbitration committee. 

Another matter that is of interest to the jobbing trade 
all over Me country is contained im the report of the 
committee on relations between the jobber and the con- 
sumer. This commitee was made up of Spencer Lathrop. 
chairman; Fritz Lindenmeyr and E. E. Wright. The 
practice of customers in returning goods after their or- 
ders have been filled was the subject of the report of this 
committee. In the report it was resolved: 

“First—That permission shall be first obtained from the 
seller to return the goods, and that paper shall be re- 
turned in as good condition as delivered, the expense of 
returning goods to be paid by the buyer. No allowance 
will be made for soiled or torn sheets. 

“Second—The purchaser must in all cases be responsi- 
ble for paper ruled, cut or’ printed, or in any way de- 
stroyed, whether delivered at his own place of business 
or to a third party for his account.” 

The question of discounts to customers came up again 
for discussion at the meeting held last week. The present 
rate is 3 per cent., thirty days. This, it is claimed, is too 
much, so there has been an agitation started for its reduc- 


tion to 2 per cent. This matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on relations between jobber and consumer. 

The following out of town concerns were admitted to 
membership to the association; Hudson Valley Paper 
Company, Albany, N. Y.; Troy Paper Company, Troy, 
N. Y., and John G. Elbs, of Rochester, N. Y. With the 
admission of these firms the out of town membership of 
the association numbers five dealers. 

At the next meeting of the association an informal 
Juncheon will be served to membets and their guests. It 
is hoped that at this meeting a free interchange of opinions 
on many questions of trade interest will be held. 


The Trade Should Beware of This Swindler. 


Puicapetputa, April 19, 19004.—A warning to the Phila- 
delphia paper trade against the wiles of a clever swindler 
is sounded in the experience this week of Irwin N. Me- 
gargee & Co. There is reason to believe that other firms 
will be swindled unless the fellow is as successfully de- 
feated as he was here. His method was to call up the 
firm, alleging, however, that it was a certain large printer 
who was calling. An order of goods for immediate de- 
livery was placed. A few minutes afterward, before suffi- 
cient time to ship the goods had elapsed, the swindler 
again called up to complain that the goods had not arrived. 
Explanation being made that they were just about to be 
shipped, he replied that he could not wait, but would send 
a boy for them himself. In due time the boy arrived. But 
in the very short interval between the first and second calls 
I. N. Megargee & Co. used the "phone to inform the printer 
named that it had not all the goods he desired. The 
printer, of course, disclaimed anys knowledge of ordering 
them. Thus suspicion was aroused. 

When the boy called he was given some goods and was 
followed. Before the place of meeting with his employer 
was reached a man was seen hurrying away. The boy de- 
clared the fugitive to have been his employer. 

Though paper houses have not yet suffered it is believed 
they are likely to unless warned. The swindler is well 
booked on paper and printing matters and talks most 
plausibly. He is said to have secured several hundred 
dollars’ worth of type from a local foundry. E. R. G.

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INTERNATIONAL’S DENIAL. 


C. W. Lyman Before the Judiciary Committee at Washing- 
ton, D. C.—Presented Affidavits by President Chiisheim 
and Vice President Waller. 








C. W. Lyman, assistant to President Chisholm, of the 
International Paper Company, appeared before the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary of the House of Representatives 
at Washington, D. C., on Wednesday of last week, in op- 
position to the Lilley resolution authorizing the Bureau of 
Corporations to investigate the “Paper Trust.” 

His main argument to the committee was to controvert 
the statements made to the committee at a recent hearing 
by Don C. Seitz, of the New York World, and John Nor- 
ris, of the New York Times, who charged that the “Paper 
Trust” was an illegal combination, doing business in re- 
straint of trade. Mr. Lyman read a forty page affidavit 
signed by Hugh J. Chisholm, president, and Tom T. Wal- 
ler, second vice president of the International Paper Com- 
pany. The substance of this affidavit was printed in THE 
Paper TRADR JouRNAL of last week. 

The most important new feature of the hearing was 
that brought out in questions addressed to Mr. Lyman by 
Representatives Powers, of Massachusetts; De Armond, of 
Missouri, members of the committee, and Representative 
Lilley, who introduced the resolution. 

Mr. Lyman in reading the affidavit of Messrs. Chisholm 
and Waller laid stress on the cause of the shutdown 
of the news mills last November, which, it was as- 
serted, caused a paper famine. In this statement the 
reason for the shutdown of the mills all over the country 
on the same day and their resumption on the same day 
was a shortage of pulp from which paper is made, he said. 

“Is it not rather unusual that this shortage of wood 
pulp should be felt only by the mills of the International 
Paper Company and the General Paper Company, and that 
it should be felt on the same day from Maine to Cali- 
fornia; that the mills closed down on the same day and 
remained closed exactly the same length of time and re- 
sumed on the same day, all getting their supply of pulp 
on the day fixed for resumption?” Representative Lilley 
asked. 

Mr. Lyman insisted that the conditions existing de- 
manded the closing down. 

“Would you not regard it as remarkable that every man 


should be out of milk or coffee or tea on the same day and 
get it on the same day?” persisted Mr. Lilley, who in- 
sisted that some agreement must have existed. 

Representatives Powers and De Armond took up the 
same question and upon their insistence upon an answer 
Mr, Lyman said: 

“The shutdown was 
troubles.” 

“You anticipated a strike?” suggested Mr. Powers. 

“Yes, sir,’ answered Mr. Lyman. “We feared a strike, 
but we do not want this information made public.” 

Mr. Lyman admitted in answer to Mr. De Armond’s 
questions that, although labor, pulp, water, power, &c., 
were cheaper in Canada than in the United States, paper 
mills here competed with the Canadian mills even to the 
extent of invading their home markets. He said that the 
relative cost of manufacture in Canada and the United 
States did not differ and accounted for this statement by 
saying Canadian labor was not as efficient. 

Mr. Lyman said the International Paper Company pre- 
ferred that the tariff be continued on both paper and pulp, 
in order that the paper making industry might remain in 
the United States. 

Mr. Lyman admitted, in answer to questions, that the 
price of paper had not decreased since the combination of 
mills into the International Paper Company. He said that 
during the framing of the Dingley Tariff bill the Inter- 
national Company had promised that the price would be 
cheapened to the consumers, but that it had not been so 
cheapened. 

“We did not then know, however,” he said, “that this 
country was on the verge of a business boom, when every- 
thing would get higher.”’ The combination, he said, was 
made to end ruinous competition and to cheapen the cost 
of production. 

As to the higher quotations, Mr. Lyman said the in- 
crease in price in 1903 over 1902 was but § per cent., and 
that the increase for one year had been but $1.90, instead 
of $5, as stated by Mr. Seitz, and for four years but $2.16, 
instead of $10.

Trolley to Haul Logs. 


It is stated from Bangor, Me., that a trolley system is in 
successful operation in the Maine woods, hauling heavy 
loads of logs. The trolley car is somewhat like the flat 
construction cars used on street railways. It is 20 feet long 
and 6 feet wide, and its wheels, like those of the steam 
hauler, run on an endless lag bed, supported on roller bear- 
ings, while the framework of the bed is so constructed that 
the machine accommodates itself to all knolls and other 
irregularities in the road. The cog gears which do th 
driving are so constructed that no matter what the position 
of the machine they always turn within each other. Th: 
machine is fitted with two 25 horse power motors and a 
Westinghouse controller, and is geared to run about 4 miles 
an hour. Over the axle of the machine a rocker is pivoted, 
and on this is rested one end of the load of logs to be 
hauled, the rear end of the load being supported by a com- 
mon logging sled. Other sled loads of logs may be at- 
tached in tow. The hauling capacity of the machine has 
been tested as high as 58,280 feet at a trip. 

The electric machine runs over a road 7 miles long, the 
usual trolley system being used, current being generated 
at a water power plant with steam reserve. Illuminating 
current is also supplied by the plant, and the logging roads 
and landings are brilliantly lighted with electricity. 


Nevada Brings Suit Against Paper Mill.

San Francisco, Cal., April 9, 1904.—The State of Ne- 
vada commenced suit in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday against the*Floriston Pulp and Paper Company, 
to restrain it from throwing into the Truckee River any 
refuse from its mills. The mills are situated at Floriston 
on the Truckee River, and have been in operation since 
1902. 

The defendant, it is alleged, has been using various 
noxious and injurious vegetable and mineral substances, 
chemicals and acids, which are allowed, through seepag¢ 
from the flumes, to be deposited in the river, rendering 
the water unfit for driking and irrigating purposes and 
destructive to fish. The institutions which are prevented 
from using the water owing to the refuse of wood dumped 
into the river and through the seepage of chemicals ar: 
the city of Reno, the University of Nevada (with 300 
students), the hospital for the students and the insan« 
asylum.

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MAKING SULPHUROUS ACID. 


A New Methed Devised by Paul Drewsen, of New York, 
and John Parent, of Shawano, Wis.—Procéss 
Is Very Simple. 








(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., April 18, 1904.—A new process for mak- 
ing the acid used in sulphite mills has been patented by 
Paul Drewsen, of New York, and John Parent, of Sha- 
wano, Wis., and for some time past has been in practical 
operation at the mill of the Wolf River Paper and Fibre 
Company, Shawano, in which Mr. Parent is engaged. The 
process is so simple and does away with so much expense 
in first cost and subsequent maintenance that competent sul- 
phite men who have examined it say it will simply revolu- 
tionize present acid making methods. The apparatus con- 
sists simply of a wooden box of size suitable for the 
amount of acid to be made, provided on the bottom at fre- 
quent intervals with agitators. The milk of lime enters 
the box at one end and the sulphur gases at the other. 
The agitatora make between 400 and 500 revolutions and 
produce a very violent commotion in the liquid, throwing it 
up against the top of the box and offering a great absorp- 
tion surface for the gases to reach. From five to ten 
minutes’ treatment is all that is required and the acid 
flows in a continuous stream out of the box. The process 
is in every way continuous and automatic. When the ma- 
chinery stops the flow of liquor stops and no milk of lime 
can run into the acid. There is also no chance for the 
settling of lime and monosulphite of lime. There are no 
pressure or vacuum pumps, no large tanks, very little 
power and no expensive help. A company known as the 
Drewsen-Parent Construction Company has been formed 
to exploit the new invention. Paul Drewsen, of New 
York, is president; John Parent, of Shawano, vice presi- 
dent, and F. E. Lueke, of Shawano, secretary, treasurer 
and manager. Fox River. 


Central New York Paper Making. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Futton, N. Y., April 18, 1904.—All the mills are in full 
operation and the abundance of water has caused no dam- 
age by flood or freshet. Because of the vast volume of 
water now flowing toward the sea the low water time is 
predicted to arrive earlier than usual this year, and in at 
least one wish all of Fulton’s paper manufacturers are in 
harmony: “That we might have this depth of water in 
August and September '” 

In Fulton the head of water is sufficient at both dams 
to afford ample power even in these times of high water. 
At Battle Island the conditions are not as favorable, and 
there considerable trouble is caused by the water setting 
back into the tailrace and reducing the efficiency of the 
wheels. The same trying conditions exist at Phcenix, 
where the head of water is not great and the mills’ output 
is curtailed by present conditions. 

The Kenyon Paper Company at Baldwinsville expects 
to be running some time this present month. The mill, 
which was destroyed by fire in June last, has been rebuilt 
and most of the machinery is now in position and ready to 
turn out paper. The mill will be started up on tissue, a 
grade of paper upon which the company had a large trade 
before the fire. 

All the mills in Fulton are busy. Aside from the tail- 
race excavation on the west side, no improvements of im-

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portance are now under consideration. The Granby Paper 
Company expects to install additional boilers ahd enlarge 
its boiler house, and a large storehouse is also planned for 
this mill. The new building will be located west of the 
mill, extending over the roadway to the high ground, and 
will afford a much needed convenience, as the mill is now 
badly cramped for room. 

The Volney Paper Company has installed a sheet cutter 
and rewinder and has ordered a nine roll stack of calen- 
ders preparatory to turning out mill wrappers and heavy 
weight specialties in addition to its present product of felt. 
The work is being done by the Dilts Machine Works, of 
this city. 

T. H. Morrissey, who was for several years in charge of 
the Victoria Paper Mills here, has accepted a position as 
superintendent of the Granby Paper Company and assumed 
charge of the mill this week. Mr. Morrissey has a host 
of Fulton friends, who warmly welcome him back to his 
old home among them. 

Much local interest attaches to the suit now pending in 
the courts involving the mterests of the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company and the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. The recent decision favorable to the 
plaintiffs and establishing their case before the courts is 
received with satisfaction by Fultonians, who desire to see 
Mr. Weeks again in control of the plant in this city. 

Another important happening of the last week is the 
decision admitting rossed wood into this country from 
Canada free of duty. This means much to the Battle 
Island Paper Company here, whose pulp lands are in the 
Province of Quebec. With its vast resources now securely 
available to draw from unhampered by a duty tax, the 
Battle Island Company is surely in position to turn out 
its sulphite pulp advantageously. B. 


Indications as to Straw Crop. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 18, 1904.—While it might seem a 
trifle early for mill men to look out for the straw crop, 
some interest in the prospective wheat acreage and the 
condition of wheat at this time has been manifested. A 
well known straw paper manufacturer who never misses 
receiving reports from this section is authority for the 
statement that at the beginning of winter wheat had not 
obtained the usual degree of growth and vigor owing to 
the late seeding. The average condition about the first of 
last December was placed at 78 per cent. Since that time 
there has been a decline, and.by March rt the average was 
estimated at 69 per cent. There was considerable snow 
protection during the extremely cold weather, and owing 
to that fact there was not much of an upheaval of the 
roots, and the favorable weather since March 1 has tended 
to increase the prospect, which at this date seems very 
fair. 

“While the plant is small, it is well rooted,” said the 
mill man, “and the indications are that a fair crop will be 
harvested. It has been a case of skirmishing for all the 
straw we could get for several years and naturally we mill 
men keep a -pretty close lookout, and buy as much 
straw as we can contract for far in advance of the harvest 
of the crop.” Much in this neighborhood has already been 
contracted for by paper and board mills. M. V.

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HEMP STALKS, 


A Waste Product in Growing Use in Italian Paper Mills 
—Analysis of the Stalks— How the 
Stock Is Worked. 








Hemp stalks, according to Saverio Ragno, engineer, 
Italy, are now largely used in the manufacture of packing 
paper, &c., in Italy. Considerable developments hav: 
taken place during the last few years, although experi 
ments were made some twenty years ago by A. Mya! 
lonier, at the San Cesario Paper Mill, near Castelfranco 
The paper mill of Serravalle and the Royal Works at 
Treviso commenced some time back to manufacture paper 
from hemp stalks. 

It is pointed out that the fibre is rather longer than 
straw, and contains a greater percentage of cellulose. The 
following analysis is of interest:

The observations of Mr. Ragno show that the stalks are 
slightly soiled with mineral matter, and consequently will 
be suitable for manufacturing paper in mills where eco- 
nomical methods of washing straw are applicable. Ex- 
periments demonstrate that the material can be either 
boiled or treated cold in masonry tanks. The only differ 
ence is that it requires double the length of time com- 
pared with straw. 

In the Myallonier Paper Mill tanks (cylindrical) ar: 
employed about 12 feet deep and with a capacity of 706 
cubic feet. Treatment is operated with milk of lime, and 
takes a maximum of thirty-six hours. 

In the Panzano Mill the cold method is preferred, in 
which case it requires fourteen to fifteen days in summer 
and twenty to twenty-two in winter. As the stalks have 
no knots they steep uniformly and give, after grinding, a 
very homogeneous pulp. The proportion of lime recom 
mended is 15 to 25 per cent. more than the quantity re 
quired for straw. 
fibres of a piece of stalk divide under the pressure of the 
finger, and are of a uniform reddish yellow color. The 
pulp is then removed from the tanks and after a day or 
two sent to be washed and ground. 

Mr. Ragno refers to the successful methods of trea 
ment at the San Cesario and Penzano mills, and, judg 
ing hemp fibre both from a chemical and structural point 
of view, gives it as his opinion that a slight profit derived 
from waste stalks will tend to the further development ot! 
an important agricultural product.

Strike at Eddy Mill a Thing of the Past.

A con- 
siderable proportion of the men who joined in the strike 
have left to find work in other places, and there seems to 
be but little hope for those who remain being able to re- 
engage in Eddy’s mills. 

Mr. Eddy stated yesterday morning that within a few 
weeks after the strike he had taken on some ten or a 
dozen of the men who had gone out with the union, and 
he had since filled up the remaining places with outside 
men, many of whom had come long distances to obtain 
employment. Mr. Eddy stated that he had all his ma- 
chines running, and though he had received applications 
from some of the unemployed men to be allowed to go to 
work, he felt he could not discharge those who were now 
working in order to make places for the men who had 
walked out of his mill. LL 


Successful Tracing of Pulp Wood. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 18, 1904.—-Representatives of valley 
paper companies have returned from Indiana and Illinois, 
where they were tracing large quantities of wood pulp 
which had become lost in transit and which were badly 
needed here to insure the operation of certain plants. A 


large amount of pulp wood which had been delayed in 
transit from Kentucky was traced, and the trip proved 
decidedly successful. Forty-six carloads arrived on one 
train as a result of the search, and other consignments 
arrived later, making it possible for the mills to continue 
without a shutdown. The principal mill benefited was 
that of the Geo. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company, at 
West Carrollton. The needs of that establishment were 
supplied for one week, and instructions were given to con- 
tinue the search for delayed shipments, and to hurry 
others from the Southern forests. The raw material ques- 
tion has been a serious one in this locality, and temporary 
suspensions in the pulp departments because of a scarcity 
of stock have been numerous during the winter. It is 
believed, with warmer weather approaching and many of 
the barriers being gradually overcome, that the situation 
will not be so critical in the future. M. V. 


Maine’s Big Cut, 

PortsmoutH, N. H., April 11, 1904.—About 16,000,000 
feet of spruce, pulp and saw logs have been cut by the 
Berlin Mills Company in the White Mountains this winter, 
while the company’s cut in its other works will bring the 
total in excess of 100,000,000, the largest cut of any one 
company east of Michigan. 

To cut this lumber, this corporation employs 4,200 men 
and 700 horses, Operating more than forty lumber camps. 
In its field staff are a skilled forester, superintendents, en- 
gineers, horse doctors, horse dentists, fifty blacksmiths, as 
many carpenters and scores of accountants and scalers. 

Besides its wharf and mill in Portland it operates a big 
saw mill in Berlin, the fastest in this‘ country for its size, 
holding the world’s record for a ten hour cut with one 
saw of more than 223,000 feet, a pulp mill and paper mill 
in the same city, and is now building at the cascades on 
the Androscoggin, between Berlin and Gorham, a pulp and 
paper mill which when completed will be the largest in 
New Hampshire. Approximately $2,500,000 will be spent 
on these mills, canal and dam. 

Vast tracts of timber land are owned and operated by 
this company in Maine and New Hampshire, on the Swift 
and Dead Diamond rivers, and on the Kennebago, Magallo- 
way and Androscoggin rivers. Seven logging camps are 
operated in the White Mountains, the logs from which are 
hauled by rail to Berlin. 

On the Kennebec the Hollingsworth & Whitney Com- 
pany, of Winslow, has 30,000,000 feet of new logs and 
15,000,000 feet. of old logs, making a total of 45,000,000 
feet to come down in the spring’s drives. The company 
has now piled up around its mill 23,000,000 feet of logs, 
and when the new logs come this big pile will be increased 
to 50,000,000, allowing for what will be used between now 
and the arrival of the rear of the drive. This will make 
the greatest pile of logs ever seen in Maine, the big log 
pile of the Great Northern Paper Company at Millinocket 
last year having measured but 21,000,000 feet. 

In Western Maine also the logging season has been very 
favorable. The snow still remains deep there, and hauling 
is not yet finished. On Sandy River, W. A. Emery has 
just broken camp, having cut 12,000,000 feet of spruce and 
pine, which, with the cut of several other operators, was 
made under contract for M. L, & G. A. Thurston, who 
have 16,000,000 feet in the Androscoggin drives. e

Orrawa, Canada, April 18, 1904—A deputation from

LITHOGRAPHERS’ STRIKE ENDS. 


Lockout Alse Declared Off—10,000 People Agreed to Werk 
Teday—New York Union 
Outvoted. 





The strike and lockout of the lithographers, not only 
here but throughout the country, were officially declared 
off yesterday (Wednesday) at a meeting in the office of 
the Civic Federation. The returns from all over the 
country showed a majority in favor of the arbitration 
agreement which was rejected in this city, but the New 
York unions will have to go by the general majority vote 

The strikers agreed to return to work in this city at 9 
a. m. today, and will be employed where there are places 
for them. Those who signed the arbitration agreement 
during the strike and lockout will be retained in employ 
ment. At least 10,000 people in all parts of the country 
will get their old positions back again. 

The Employing Lithographers’ Association, East, West 
and Pacific, declared a general lockout on March 15 to 
force the acceptance of an arbitration agreement by which 
all strikes and lockouts would be avoided for one year. 
In this city the lockout was anticipated by a general strike. 





New York Rejects Compromise. 

The compromise by which the lockout and strike of al! 
the workers in the lithographing trade was believed to be 
settled last week was refused at a meeting of the New 
York unions, which rejected the settlement by a vote of 
595 to 65. °

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THE PAPER 


Wisdom for Advertisers. 

Soffe time ago the editor of Profitable Advertising 
wrote a suggestive article, in the course of which he said 
that “the value of a medium is determined by its advertis- 
ing rates.” 

This is not only true, but in the case of a well estab- 
lished newspaper or trade journal it is necessarily true. 
It may be regarded as settled that a publisher will charge 
all he thinks the advertising in his publication is worth. 
Sometimes he will try to get more than he knows it to be 
worth. But in the never ending contest between adver- 
tisers and publisher the rate which the latter finally estab- 
lishes for his advertising space is pretty certain to be what 
he estimates to be the real value of that space. 

This is why “the value of a medium is determined by 
its advertising rates.” The publisher or medium that 
charges or accepts low rates for advertising is not actu- 
ally furnishing advertising cheaper than another publisher 
or medium that holds the rate high. In the one case, as 
in the other, the advertiser is being charged what long 
experience and many experiments have shown to be the 
real obtainable value of the space. If rates are fixed too 
high, advertisers will not continue to pay them, because 
results do not justify the expenditure. 

Any periodical, long established and holding a consid- 
erable advertising patronage, is pretty certainly returning 
value received to advertisers, whethe? its rates be high or 
low. Its continued existence with extensive advertising 
patronage proves it. 

This being so, the publisher who accepts low rates for 
advertising space is not furnishing advertising cheaper 
than another publisher who asks and obtains higher rates. 
He accepts a lower price because he knows his space to 
be worth less. It is very often the case that the high rate 
periodical is furnishing the cheaper because the more prof- 
itable advertising. 


The Coated Paper Market. 


The manufacturers of surface coated papers, including 
the makers of coated book, glazed fancy papers, &c., held 
a conference last week as to what should be done to better 
the conditions of the market in which they sell their goods. 
It is admitted that the present basis of selling is neither 
satisfactory nor profitable and that competition, keen be- 
yond the point dictated by good business judgment, had 
forced prices to a level that is not justified by the cost of 
manufacturing. This is particularly true of quotations 
on ordinary grades of coated book papers, in which quali- 
ties the fight for orders has been the fiercest. 

A number of suggestions were made at the meeting as 
to what plan of action should be adopted, but none of them 
were free of objectionable features, and the result of the 
gathering was the appointment of a committee to consider 
and report a plan. When the committee is ready to report 
another general meeting will be held. 

That the coated paper patient is not growing stronger is 
apparent to all. That he needs a tonic is not denied, and 
the vital question is what tonic shall be used. Each doc- 
tor, of course, has his own favorite brand of reviver, but 
the fact that it is his favorite makes it undesirable in the 
eyes of the other attending physicians. 

The increase in the production of coated paper has been 
large of late years. Old plants have been extended, and 
new plants have been installed, and at present there are 
indications that the supply has outstripped the demand, 
and this result has been brought about partially by the 
production of new finishes of paper to take the place of 
coated sheets in some kinds of work. 

It will be interesting to note the progress made by the 
committee. There are many conflicting phases to the main 
question and it is hoped that they can be harmonized so 
as to enable manufacturers to agree on some general 


scheme of work. 


Paper Combinations. 

Paper combinations at present appear to be having a 
good deal of attention. Here Messrs. Seitz and Norris 
are rehearsing old arguments and so called facts in a vain 
endeavor to bring about certain tariff changes that Mr. 
Seitz says will not accomplish the results desired. 


In Mexico the five largest paper mill owners have sold 
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their plants to a newly organized company, and as a con 
sequence the publishers and printers of that country hav: 
petitioned President Diaz to modify or repeal the duties 
on the grades of paper manufactured in these mills by th 
new company. President Diaz has not yet done so. 

In Austria, the preliminary work is now being done in 
an effort to bring into a combination many paper plants 
The mills that it is sought to consolidate in one ownership 
number over a hundred, and while the total annual ton 
nage is not so great as is that represented in paper com 
binations in this country the interests are more diversi 
fied and the difficulties of the undertaking are very great 
The work has not yet reached the point where it will b 
considered necessary for publishers and printers to protest. 

In Germany there has long been a contest between paper 
makers and paper users as to tariff matters, but the former 
have not yet consolidated their plants in large owning and 
operating companies. 

In France there has been under consideration for some 
time a pooling plan, whereby product was to be sold and 
raw materials purchased through a central department con 
trolling subsidiary branches in various parts of the country. 

The pulp makers of Norway and Sweden are also ex 
perimenting with the combination idea, but it is yet too 
early to know definitely what results have been accom 
plished. 

Finnish paper and pulp men are discussing community 
of interest; not, however, in the way of a consolidation of 
plants, but by means of an association for the handling of 
general trade questions. 

The idea of incorporating similar industrial interests in 
one central organization is certainly growing in the paper 
and pulp lines. 


On page 580 of this issue of Tue Paper Trape JourNat! 
will be found accounts of two technical processes that will 
be of interest to paper makers. One is a method of mak 
ing acid for use in producing sulphite pulp, and the other 
is a method of treating hemp stalks. The first is the in 
vention of Paul Drewsen and John Parent, and is now in 
practical operation at the mill of the Wolf River Paper 
and Fibre Company, Shawano, Wis. It consists simply in 
mixing of milk of lime and sulphur fumes in a box by 
means of violent agitation, the box making 400 to 500 revo 
lutions a minute. If the process is a practical success, and 
those who have seen it say that it is, it means a great 
deal to every sulphite manufacturer, for, besides doing 
away with much equipment, it provides a continuous sup 
ply of acid at a very small cost. The second technical mat- 
ter referred to on page 580 is the treatment of hemp stalks 
which are now used in Italy in the manufacture of pack 
ing paper. As will be seen they contain from 59 to 60 
per cent. of cellulose, the yield varying according to the 
method of working adopted in the various mills. 


The reports as to the votes cast by local unions of lithog 
raphers on the agreement reached by a committee of the 
employers and union employees are encouraging, although 
the New York and Cincinnati unions, as well as some 
others, have voted against ratifying the agreement. In 
the thickly settled cities many of the votes were against 
accepting the compromise, while in the country districts 
the expression is in favor of the proposition. It seems 
now as though the work of the conference committee was 
not “love's labor lost,” as the strike is declared off. 


The annual convention of the International Brotherhood 
of Paper Makers will be held at Niagara Falls, N. Y., on 
May 9, and preparations for the event are now well along 
There will undoubtedly be some important questions 
brought up for consideration, and it is to be hoped that 
wisdom and deliberation will prevail.

BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


Business Improving—News Paper Higher—Co-operative 
Wholesale Society to Censider Building Paper 
Mill—The Thames Paper Company. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonpon, April 8, 1904.—Business in the paper line has 
improved and there is a better demand for almost all 
grades. News particularly is moving more freely, prices 
have been advanced, and buyers are paying the higher 
rates without much grumbling. 

The Ilkeston branch of the Co-operative Wholesale So- 
ciety proposed that the society establish its own paper 
mill, and as a result there was passed at the last quarterly 
meeting a resolution, “That, as the consumption of paper 
in the co-operative movement is now very great, the time 
is ripe for the Co-operative Wholesale Society to consider 
the matter of starting a paper manufactory.” The Ilkeston 
branch modestly and blu: hingly admits that it uses 90 tons 
of paper a year, at an expenditure of about £500. The 
society, however, has not yet decided to become a com- 
petitor in the paper making industry. 

Several years have passed since the late Mr. Quentin 
Hogg mentioned that the United Railways and Trading 
Company, of which he was chairman, had decided to erect 
mills, in Louisiana for the manufacture of paper from 
bagasse. Evidently the scheme at the present time is not 
far removed from the experimental stage, judging from 
the remarks made by the chairman of the Gas, Water and 
General Investment Trust, which is interested in the 
United Railways and Trading Company, at a meeting of 
the shareholders recently held at Winchester House, Lon- 
don. He said: “With regard to our paper mill, we have 
recently been making experiments at some paper mills in 
England, under our own supervision, by eminent chemists, 
and they consider they have now proved that the bagasse, 
which is the refuse of the sugar cane after the sugar has 
been crushed out, will make splendid paper stock. We 
have sent out to Louisiana a gentleman from one of the 
mills here to make a run on a large scale at our mill, which 
I hope will prove that our paper mill is going to do in the 
future all that we have anticipated. Of course, the earn- 
ings of the Louisiana Southern Railway would be cor- 
respondingly increased were the paper mill to be run on 
full time, and were there to be a good sugar crop, not only 
on our own plantations, but on neighboring plantations 
also, this autumn,”

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THE TESTING OF PAPERS. 


Its Importance—Microscopic Examination—Thickness and 
Tearing Quality—Tensile Strength—Detecting 
Rosin Size and Starch. 











The importance of testing papers systematically has been 
recognized in various countries, but especially in Germany, 
said Julius Hubner, in a recent lecture before the paper 
making department of the Municipal School of Technol- 
ogy, Manchester, England. The pioneer in this branch of 
testing was the splendidly equipped institute at Charlotten- 
burg; this establishment includes a department devoted en- 
tirely to paper testing, with the development of which the 
name of its director, Professor Herzberg, is intimately 
connected. The great value of paper testing does not 
consist alone in ascertaining the quality and the properties 
of a given sample; the result of systematic tests cannot 
fail to be invaluable to the paper maker, because, by their 
consideration, irregularities will be exposed and remedies 
will suggest, themselves. 

The real Ybject of the testing institute was not at first 
recognized by the German paper makers. The idea pre- 
vailed that such conditions would be exacted as would 
only subject the manufacturer to further heavy burdens. 
Experience has proved, however, that the testing institute 
is a true and valuable friend to the paper maker. The 
preface of Herzberg’s second edition of “Paper Testing” 
(“Papier Priifung”) contains a letter addressed by the Ger- 
mran Paper Makers’ Association, in 1900, to the Ministry 
of Education, which expresses the prevailing opinion so 
clearly that I think it will be of interest to give a transla- 


tion of it here: 


The work of the Charlottenburg Institute since its foundation 
has been followed by the German paper makers with the greatest 
interest. Although at first it was not considered always convenient 
to have the department of paper testing, which was established 
simultaneously with the institute, as a severe judge, no attempt 
has been made to conceal that paper testing has been a powerful 
factor in contributing to the growth, the importance and the pros- 
perity of the industry, and in establishing its fame as against for- 
eign countries, 


To bring paper testing to the position which it should 
occupy in order to be of real value to the industry, it must 
be conducted on lines similar to those adopted by the 
Prussian authorities. 

Proper paper standards should be established; these 
have proved a boon, not only to the buyer but also to 
the paper maker. The results of all the tests, as well as 
of investigations into the composition of foreign papers 
which compete against the home industry in our markets, 
ought to be published periodically and thus placed at the 
disposal of our manufacturers. 

In many instances conclusions may be deduced from the 
results of these tests which might prove to be of value to 
the paper maker. 

Very often it will be found of importance to ascertain 
microscopically the kind or kinds of fibres from which a 
paper has been made. For the microscopical examination 
of papers are required a good microscope and various 
chemical reagents, by means of which the fibres are col- 
ored. To prepare a paper for examination it is necessary 
to disintegrate it by boiling small pieces, taken from various 
parts of the sheet, for ten to fifteen minutes in a weak 
solution of causti¢ soda (about 1 per cent.); during this 
Operation papers containing mechanical wood are colored 
yellow. The boiled paper is now placed on a fine sieve, 
washed free from soda, and transferred to a bottle contain- 
ing garnets. After a short shaking with water the pulp is 
drained, and is then ready for the preparation of the slides. 

The chemical reagents used for facilitating the investi- 
gation are potassium iodide iodine solution and zinc chlo- 
ride iodine solution. On placing a few drops of the for- 
mer on a small quantity of the pulp placed on a slide, the 
principal fibres show the following coloring: Linen, cotton 
and hemp, light to dark brown. Straw and jute cellulose, 
gray. Wood cellulose apd esparto, partly gray, partly 
brown. Manila hemp, partly gray, partly brown, partly 
yellowish brown. Wood pulp (mechanical) and raw jute, 
partly yellow, partly yellowish brown. 

Zine chloride iodine solution gives the following reac- 
tions: Cotton, linen and hemp—claret red; wood, straw, 
esparto and jute cellulose—partly blue, partly reddish and 
bluish violet; manila hemp—blue, bluish violet, dull yellow 
and greenish yellow; wood pulp and raw jute—lemon to 
dark yellow. 

Before applying zine chloride solution the pulp must be 
freed from water by squeezing it on a porous plate. The 
fibres have to be separated with a pair of platinum prepar 
ing needles and then covered with a thin cover glass. 

Considerable experience is required in working with the 
microscope, and a careful study of the structural charac 
teristics of the different fibres is essential. 

Cotton fibres appear tinder the microscope as flat ribbons, 
usually twisted upon themselves. The flax fibre appears 
round and fairly regular, and shows a distinctly visible 
narrow central canal. Numerous dark lines run cross- 
ways, and are due to pores in the fibres. The so called 
linen bulbs are very characteristic widenings of the fibre 
Hemp fibres, as present in papers, cannot be distinguished 


with certainty from flax fibres. ' Mechanical wood shows a 
ragged, torn appearance, and its structure is not.a fibrous 
one. The pitted vessels or pores, which appear in the 
shape of two concentric rings, are very plainly visible. 
Cross markings on many of the wood cells may also be 
frequently noticed. The bast fibres of jute are ‘distin- 
guished by a distinctly visible canal, the width of which 
varies considerably. In some places it is completely ob- 
literated, and appears as a single line. 

Wood cellulose fibres are usually flat, often twisted and 
not unlike cotton. In many instances the characteristic 
rings, as seen in the mechanical wood, are plainly visible 
in the cellulose. 

Straw fibres are round and smooth and accompanied 
by numerous cuticular cells, some of which are very wide 
and flat, whilst others are peculiarly marked and serrated. 
The spiral shaped cells carry a ring at each end, and al- 
though the cells are mostly torn, the ring may be always 
found in straw papers. 

Esparto fibres and cells are very similar in appearance 
to the straw fibres and cells. The characteristic small 
pear shaped hairs or cells, which are always found in 
esparto papers, afford, however, a ready means of distin- 
guishing esparto from straw. 

To ascertain the respective quantities of fibres present in 
a paper, it is necessary to compare the microscopic prepara- 
tion with fibre mixtures of known composition. Very con- 
siderable experience is, however, required to obtain re- 
sults possessing a high degree of accuracy. 

The thickness of a paper may be ascertained by using 
one of the ordinary micrometer arrangements, by means of 
which measurements may be converfiently made to within 
0.001 mm. 

Before proceeding with the testing of machine made 
papers the machine way and the cross way of the paper 
respectively must be ascertained. Both methods used are 


. based on the assumption that the fibres in the machine way 


are more closely felted than in the cross way. 

Valuable conclusions may be drawn from the results of 
determination of the resistance which a paper offers to 
tearing. Papers which have to be tested should be kept for 
some time in a room, the air of which contains a known 
percentage of moisture, as the results are considerably 
influenced by atmospheric conditions. Strips 15 mm. in 
width are then cut lengthways and crossways from differ- 
ent sheets. 

The chief tearing machines used in paper tearing are 
those of Schopper, Hartig-Reusch-Leuner, and Wendler. 
In Schopper’s type the strip of paper, 180 mm. in length, 
is suspended vertically between two clips, and by means of 
a simple hydraulic device the load is gradually increased 
until the strip breaks. The breaking load and the elonga- 
tion are indicated on two scales. In the Hartig-Reusch- 
Leuner type of machine tension is put on the strip by 
means of a steel spring, and the breaking load, as well as 
the elongation, is given in the form of a curve, the ap- 
paratus containing an automatic registering device. The 
Wendler tearing machine, in which the load is increased 
by means of'a spring, differs from the last named, in that 
the breaking load and the elongation are indicated on 
separate scales. 

The tensile strength of papers may be very conveniently 
expressed by giving the length of a strip of paper which, 
if fastened at one end and allowed to hang free, would 
break by its own weight. The width of the strip is im- 
material, The resistance which a paper offers to crushing, 
rubbing and folding may be considered as next in im- 
portance ~to its resistance to tearing. Although a paper 
may be quite good so far as tearing is concerned, its re- 
sistance to rubbing, &c., may not necessarily be so satisfac- 
tory. Tests of this kind have, until lately, been exclusively 
made by hand, a method the results of which obviously de- 
pend much upon the individual by whom the tests are 
made. Schopper has constructed a special machine for this 
purpose, which has been found to give reliable comparative 
results. By means of a crank shaft provided with a slit, 
the strip of paper is folded backward and forward until it 
breaks. A counting device indicates the number of times 
the strip has been folded. 


The amount of ash which a paper contains depends to 
some extent upon the kind of fibres which have been used 
in the manufacture, because the amount of natural ash of 
the fibres’ varies considerably. Thus white linen contains 
about 0.2 per cent. of the ash, while adansonia yields about 
7 per cent. The quantity of ash in a paper is ascertained 
by incinerating a weighed piece of the paper in a skeleton 
cylinder made of strong platinum wire. The residue is 
weighed either on a chemical balance or on Post’s or Rai- 
man’s ash balances, which are specially adapted for this 
purpose. In examinations possessing a high degree of ac- 
curacy chemical changes which may occur during incinera- 
tion must be carefully taken into consideration. 

Rosin size in a paper may be readily detected by boiling 
a small piece with glacial acetic acid, and pouring the 
product into distilled water. The water will become opal- 
escent if rosin size is present. The presence of starch in 
a paper is ascertained by means of potassium iodide iodine 
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solution, with which the characteristic blue coloration 
obtained. 

An excellent reagent for animal or tub size is Millon 
reagent, i. e., mercuric nitrate. Tub sized papers, if moi 
tened with this solution and slightly warmed, turn pink . 
red. 

Papers which are used for special purposes, as, for i: 
stance, for the wrapping of polished steel and other art 
cles, should be carefully examined for free chlorine and fo: 
free acid. A quantity of this paper is extracted with boi 
ing water, and the extract tested for free chlorine wit 
potassium iodide starch paper and for acid with Cong 
red solution, a coloring matter which turns black with fre: 
acids. 

The ink and water resisting qualities of papers are teste: 
by means of solutions of ferric chloride and pure tannic 
acid, which, when mixed, produce a black color lake. Thx 
ferric chloride solution is applied to one side, the tannic 
acid to the other side of the paper. Penetration and con 
sequent contact of the two solutions will be impossible if 
the paper is hard sized, while the gray or black discolora 
tion will rapidly appear on soft sized papers. 

The presence of mechanical wood in papers may be de 
tected by the characteristic reaction with solutions of ani 
line sulphate (yellow), naphthylamin hydrochloride (or 
ange), and phloroglucinol (magenta red). The quantity 
of mechanical wood can be ascertained with a certain de 
gree of accuracy by comparing the depth of color produced 
with that given by paper of known composition. 


New Method of Making Endless Felts. 


A British patent has been granted to R. J. C. Mitchell, 
felt manufacturer, of Albert Works, Waterfoot, nea: 
Manchester, England, for improvements in the manufactur: 
of endless blankets of felt made without either warp o1 
weft, or in combination with woven fabric placed either 
inside, outside, or in the centre of the felt, such as are 
suitable for passing round two or more rollers used in 
printing, paper making, and other machines. The patente: 
says: “In manufacturing such endless blankets of felt with 
out either warp or weft (or in combination with wove: 
fabric as a foundation) |! take an ordinary batt of carded 
wool before or after having been submitted to a sufficient 
hardening process, and a suitable length is then cut off 
therefrom to make a blanket of the required size, the ends 
of which are overlapped and joined together by a furthe: 
hardening process, or the seams may be made by stitching 
thé felt together with worsted or other yarns in a state o! 
semi-manufacture and before milling, the subsequent 
process of milling hiding the seam more or less. Extra 
wide blankets may be produced in like manner by placing 
two or more lengths side by side and joining them long! 
tudinally. I then grind the exterior of the blanket thu 
formed by means of emery or like rollers, by which a per 
fectly smooth surface is produced.” 


Paper from Cotton Stalks. 

Hon. William M. Howard, member of Congress fron 
Georgia, accompanies a sample of note paper made from 
cotton stalk with a letter in which he says: 

“About two months ago I requested the Agricultur: 
Department here to investigate the subject of the manufac 
ture of paper from cotton stalks, and to publish the result 
in a bulletin, the investigation to ascertain if it was no) 
being done, where and how, and with what results. Thi 
investigation is now going on, and so far has resulted 1: 
finding out that paper is being made from cotton stalks i 
Atlanta, Ga., by Montag Brothers. The sample of it whic 
I send you was procured by the Department. I have no in 
terest in the subject except to have all the information ob 
tainable procured and given publicity in the cotton States 
It looks as if paper from cotton stalks is a success, an 
there are millions in it.”

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THE ANALYSIS OF ROSIN SIZE. 


Mode of Expressing the Percentage of Free Rosin—The 
Volumetric and Gravimetric 
Methods. 


There appears to be some considerable difference of 
opinion, and a great deal of confusion, on this subject, says 
Clayton Beadle in the Paper Maker. On several occasions 
this matter has been brought to my notice; and as it is a 
subject of so great importance to the paper maker, the size 
maker, and the paper making chemist, I judge that any dis- 
cussion that might tend to clear away difficulties and con- 
fusion would be welcomed by members of the trade. 

As far as my knowledge goes, there are two methods by 
which the analysis of rosin size is generally conducted. 
For the sake of simplicity I will distinguish them by calling 
one the volumetric and the other the gravimetric method. 
. The volumetric method, by means of which the amount 
of “free” rosin is determined by titration, can be conducted 
as follows: Some of the rosin size is accurately weighed 
and is drie& down at, say, 105°-C. until it no longer 
loses weight. The difference in the two weighings is taken 
as representing moisture. The objections to this method 
are, firstly, some of the rosin acids (particularly in size 
that has been carefully prepared under pressure so as not 
to lose any of the volatile constituents) are driven off, in 
addition to the moisture; secondly, in the event of there 
being any carbonate of soda in excess, as there frequently 
is in commercial samples of rosin size, some moisture may 
be retained as moisture of crystallization of the carbonate 
of soda. The figure would therefore tend to be too high, 
due to volatile rosin constituents being included as moist- 
ure, or too low, due to moisture being retained as water 
of crystallization in the free soda. 

The next step in the titration process is to take the dried 
rosin size, dissolve a weighed portion in alcohol, and titrate 
it with a standard solution of alcoholic potash. This titra- 
tion is conducted in a similar way to that for the deter- 
mination of the free fat in an ordinary soap, or for the 
determination of the saponification equivalent of a fat acid. 
It is, to say the least of it, hardly a process which the 
ordinary works’ chemist could be expected to undertake. 
The above titration gives you, by calculation, the amount 
of rosin existing in the free state. You must know the 
factor by which you multiply the number of c.cs. of alco- 
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holic potash consumed. Unfortunately, the factor for com- 
mercial rosin varies with the different samples. Some 
manufacturers, I am told, calculate the amount of free 
rosin so determined as a percentage on the dry weight of 
the rosin size. This is manifestly wrong. The percentage 
of rosin must be either calculated on the original weight of 
rosin size before drying, or else upon the total amount of 
rosin present. 

The next step in the volumetric method is to determine 
the amount of total rosin in the sample. This can be done 
by throwing the whole of the rosin out of solution by the 
addition of an acid, washing, dissolving this rosin in alco- 
hol, and_ titrating it with alcoholic potash, as above de- 
scribed. The percentage which the free rosin titration 
bears to the total rosin titration gives the percentage of 
free rosin upon the total rosin present. In this calculation 
we may eliminate the factor for calculating c.c. into weight 
of rosin; because, whatever factor is used for calculating 
the weight of rosin, the proportion of free to total remains 
the same, and, as a consequence, the percentage of free 
rosin on total rosin present. The foregoing might be a 
very accurate method of determining the free rosin if it 
were not for the fact that ordinary commercial rosin size

In drying down such a sample of rosin size, either with 
or without its liquor, the probability is that the free soda 
of the size would enter into a combination with the free 
rosin, so that the titration for free rosin, by means of alco- 
holic potash, would be very much lower than the actual 
figure. In any event, the free soda and free rosin would 
enter into combination when the size is dissolved up in al- 
cohol for titration. It might be argued that the free soda 
is present as carbonate, and in this form it would not 
saponify the free rosin. I am of opinion that even the car- 


bonate would readily saponify free rosin under these co1 

ditions, and, moreover, that the free soda exists frequent! 

as caustic, not carbonate. I understand that some suc! 
process as above described is adopted at Charlottenbur; 
for the examination of rosin size. I consider, nevertheless 
that any such process must be regarded as misleading. 1: 
ordinary soap, if superfatted, the free fat can, as a rule, b: 
titrated, because the free fat seldom exists in presence 0: 
free soda. 

The gravimetric method is frequently conducted as fo 
lows: A weighed quantity of the original size (say, 
grammes) is transferred to a separating funnel containing 
warm water at about blood heat. I prefer to take a regu 
lar weight of rosin size and volume of water each time, s 
as to conduct all tests under uniform conditions. The siz: 
should be transferred in such a way as not to come ir 
contact with the sides of the vessel. The separating fun 
nel is then shaken until the size is thoroughly dissolved 
The contents are then cooled down to about 60° Fahr., and 
then shaken with methylated ether (sp. gr. .730), sufficient 
in volume so as to form about one-half inch layer on to; 
of the other liquid. If the ether does not separate readil) 
a pinch of common salt should be added, and the shaking 
repeated. On allowing to separate, the watery liquid should 
be perfectly clear, showing that the whole of the free rosin 
has been transferred to the ether. If not clear the shaking 
should be repeated. The watery liquid is now carefully 
run off and the ether washed with a little distilled wate: 
the washings being run off into the watery liquid. Th« 
ether containing the free rosin is now run into an ac 
curately weighed flask, and the separating funnel washed 
down with ether, and washings added to ether extract, the 
ether distilled off in a water bath, the flask placed in an 
air bath at 105° C. and dried till the weight is constant.

PAPER.—The tone of the market continues rather 
quiet, especially in the jobbing trade. With most of the 
mills the situation is said to be fairly satisfactory. As a 
rule, however, there is no life to the demand. News 
paper continues scarce and high. The accumulation of 
unfilled orders, together with the increased needs of 
consumers at this season, has combined to keep the mar- 
ket on News very firm indeed. The agents of the large com- 
panies say that they are not taking on any new business, 
while the smaller mills are sold ahead, so it is reported, 
for at least four weeks. The asking price on News is 
still 24c. Owing to the demand for News there are 
practically no side runs of News in the market. The 
scarcity of News also affects the Manila market, as the 
International Paper Company and other companies have 
reduced their production of Manilas in order to turn out 
more News paper. In Manilas there is a fair movement 
with the jobbers, but the trade is admitted to be short of 
expectations. With the mills it is said that the manufac- 
turers making the medium and lower grades of Manilas 
are now looking for orders. On prices there has been no 
important change this week, with the exception of an ad- 
vance of 10 cents per hundred on its 40 and 50 pound 
Manilas by the Hartje Paper Manufacturing Company, of 
Steubenville, Ohio. Rope papers are firmer, because of 
the recent fire in the mill of the Hollingsworth & Vose 
Company, of Boston, Mass. Book papers are unchanged, 
being in fair demand at the old prices. In the jobbing 
trade business in Book is not brisk. The leading Book 
paper manufacturers on the other hand report that they 
are full of business at good prices. Writings, like the 
other grades of paper, are rather quiet with the jobbers, 
while the report from the mills is a good one. The con- 
tinuance of the lithographers’ strike helps to depress the 
market. Boards are in rather slow demand. All the mills 
that sell through the Paper Products Company are idle 
this week. The unsatisfactory condition of the trade in 
Coated Papers led to a conference of manufacturers in 
New York last week. We quote:
